This paper addresses the Office Action dated April 4, 2003 in 
connection with the above-captioned application. 


REMARKS 

The Examiner has indicated that the present application includes 
claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 
Species 1 : the species of Figures 2 to 5; and 

Species 2: the species of Figures 8 and 9. 

The Examiner has required Applicants to elect a single species for 
prosecution on the merits. 

Applicants provisionally elect species 1 , le^, the species of Figures 2 to 
5, for prosecution on the merits. It is submitted that the following claims correspond 
to Figures 2 to 5: 1 to 8 and 10 to 12. The Office Action states that at least claim 1 
appears generic.
